must have 4S3, an increase of -18. The 
basis of representation in that case 
••would be 21S.B86 population. In order 
'•to keep the membership at 435,' the 
Ibasis . of representation would be » 
\population of 242,415. On that basis 
JRhode Island, Indiana, Iowa, Karma, 
^Kentucky, Louisiana, Maine, Missis-

•«ach lose one member, and Missouri 
•would lose two. If the basis of rep- 
resentation is made 240,000 instead

The fundamental secret of Frank- 


lin's greatness was thrift. 


He had a particular appreciation 


of the thrift of time. Idleness and 
indolence were vices that he could 
riot condone. • 


It has been more than 100 years 


since tho passing of this great Amer- 
ican, yet his teachings are as timely 
and as appropriate to the life of each 
of us now as they were when he 
>lived. 
There are countless lessons to be 


learned from Benjamin Franklin, but 
perhaps the one that comes nearest 
to the complete embodiment of his 
philosophy of success is the import- 
ance of little things.
